Equal Pay for Equal Work. 


The motto of organized labor, "Equal pay for equal work 


regardless of sex," which is also the, motto of many who'arc 
not members of the labor unions, received a blow in Dostoi 
last Sunday if the action of a men's teachers' union is to be 
'recognized as such.' A' meeting of the Central Labor Umoi 
,was'notified that a .teachers' union composed of men had sur 
'rendered'its-charier*and severed:itS'cbmiection with the C. L' 
U. because that organization stands for equal pay for cqua 
work, regardles of sex. 


The body that has taken this action undoubtedly has reasons 


for so doing that are satisfactory to itself, but lo the average 
man and woman they will be hard to understand. Organizec 
labor takes some position's that are not approved by the greal 
body of people outside the ranks of the unions, but its stand 
foi1 equal pay for equal work appeals strongly to fair-minded 
men and women, who have long been anxious for the estab- 
lishment of a system which would insure to workers the 
money earned, whether the workers be male or female. 


In this day more women than ever before arc engaged in 


Work that was formerly done almost wholly by men. 
It is 


true ttwt in.-the school room women have always been em- 
ployed in large numbers, and in recent years they have invaded 
the offices, the factories and eye'n the professions to a con- 
stantly increasing extent', and it is no credit lo our boasted 
civilization that as a rule they arc not as well paid as men do- 
ing no more and no better work. Organized labor does itself 
credit in demanding the removal of this injustice. 


The Good Book tells us that "The laborer is worthy of his 


hire," and it does not specify that Ihe labored must necessarily 
be of the male sex. What is nuant is that the person who does 
a piece of work is entitled to the wage earned, and the stand of 
any man against this proposition is'nothing to be proud of. 
Such action smacks too strongly of Ihc old-time notion thai 
woman was an inferior being, and is utterly out of place in 
this day and (his country of boasted equal rights and oppor- 
tunities,

right.' The right of suffrage has been extended lo the women, 
and with the ballot in their hands they should be able to do 
something'toward the elimination of a practice founded-on 
prejudice ra I her than on justice.

tion they will have Ihe support of all men and women who 
believe in fair play, and who are utterly unable to understand 
why a woman should not be paid as much as a man when she 
does the same kind of work and as much of il.

—there is no reason why she should not have equal recogni- 
tion in the school room and (he workshop. This she cannot 
have until she receives equal pay for equal work, something 
to which she is clearly entitled, and something which il is safe 
to predict she will have in the not distant future.
